After two tablings, and a third

Robert Morgridge, Boyne City 
High School teacher, is the 1989 
winner of the Ferris Lewis Award 
for Excellence in Teaching 
Michigan History, the Historical

The award will be presented 
Thursday, May 25, Education Day 
of Michigan Week 1989, at 
ceremonies beginning at 11:00 a.m.

Michigan Week 
Chairman James Warner and 
Laiising Mayor Terry McCane will 
preside over the program. The 
Lewis Award will be presented to 
Morgridge by Historical Society of 
Michigan President John Logie, of 
Grand Rapids. 

Morgridge is the eighth winner 
of this prize presented annually by 
the Society and Hillsdale 
Educational Publishers, Hillsdale. 
According to Thomas L. Jones, the 
Society’s executive director, the

Morgridge, a graduate of 
Michigan State University, has 
taught in Boyne City since 1967.

“Bob's students earn 
credit for attending historical 
society meetings, and often are 
called on to make presentations to 
the members. His collection of 
maps and old photographs aid the 
in-class learning experience. His 
students have even published two 
books under his guidance.”

Or else Charlevoix County on- 
ce belonged to Emmet County. 

And both once belonged to the 
county seat of Mackinac which 
was headquartered on Mackinac 
Island. 

But that was back in the days 
even before the word lumber 
was discovered in this area, and 
shortly after the revolution. 

Another seed that should be 
planted, is getting another 
bridge across the Boyne River 
somewhere about the city limits 


- of town on the east side. 


. We could bill it as another 
“by-pass” and maybe get some 
federal funding to get it cor- 
structed. The job would have to be 
done by someone other than the 
MDOT people — they can’t seem 
to find their way to completing 
any project without the expense 
of studies to expand the costs. 

And they have a hard time 
completing projects already on 
the books.

“many years they have been 


spending money working on a 
simple repaving project of 
Boyne Avenue. 

It's no wonder the Zilwalkee 
Bridge cost so much. 

Perhaps the reason why the 
MDOT folks have such a hard 
time finding and doing the work 
is that the politicians who 
ultimately control the state, 
have not given the MDOT 
people the priority list. 

They should be spending 
some time, about a couple of 
weeks, working up a list of roads 
that could be fixed, and give 
them money to get the projects 
done. 

Also, we should plant a seed 
about getting those politicians to 
write a new law that, when and 
if they grant some additional 
money to schools, they should do 
it on a per pupil basis and not 
take into consideration the 
school aid formula. They should 
also write a permanent tax relief 
into the law that would create a 
base of the present assessments 
we are paying presently, and 
make it so that assessment could 
not go up from this point on until 
the house or property is sold, 

It sounds a little like the thing 
out in California, which seems to 
have been able to live without 
increased taxes caused by rising 
property values. 

Qne more seed should be 
planted that would allow those 
in the seasonal business arena to 
be able to pay more for their 
employees. That could be done 
by the elimination of some of the 
taxes that those businesses have 
to pay. The tax money could go 
to the employee instead of the 
state. 

If this keeps up, I would have 
a whole row of ideas that need to 
get planted in politicians minds. 

I think we should add an 
overdose of nitrogen to make 
sure some of these things grow. 

But, probably they will grow 
just like my garden does, with a 
few useful plants and a whole lot 
of weeds. 


That is what happens to ideas. 


The weeds come in from all 
sides to take over the plot. 

We just need someone to con- 
tinually pluck out the weeds so 
we can continue to produce good 
crops of ideas.

The classification of non- 
conforming would also be changed — 
to special use at that time. 


The city planners have tried to 
eliminate non-conforming uses in 
compliance with state wishes for 
zoning. A change to special use 
would allow the business to 
remain, but under the new 
classification. 

When the second reading is 
made in four weeks, the amen- 
dment will become law. 

The city also approved a tran- 
sfer of funds from _ the 
water/wastewater fund to the 
general fund in order to pay back 
to the gerteral fund the money that 
was borrowed from it to buy back 
the Farm Home Administration 
bond that provided the money to 
build the sewer treatment facility 
several years ago. 

When the city agreed to buy 
back the bond from the gover- 
nment, it borrowed the funds so 
they could take advantage of a 
discount being offered by the 
government. 

Due toa mistake in the wording, 
the payback of the “borrowed” 
money from one fund to another 
was not included in the wording of 
the motion which allowed the 
buyback at a discount. 

The new motion will allow the 
funds to be paid back to the 
general fund over a period of time. 

The first payback was about 
$50,000 which will be taken out of 
the water/wastewater fund and 
transferred to the general fund. 

The commissioners then had an 
opportunity to look at the new 
booklet which was prepared by the 
planners with the help of Don

Not since Robert Browning's 
“The Pied Piper of Hamelin”, 
and 18th century tale about rats 
being charmed by a piper’s 
music into dancing smack into a 
river to drown, has = an 
imaginative idea for knocking off 
rats come along; not until Doug 
Crump that is. This New 
Zealander recently worked out a 
way whereby rats expire by 
being seared to death. A splen- 
did idea indeed but it does ap- 
pear to have a few possible glit- 
ches. 

Crump and fellow scientists 
have concocted chemicals that 
smell like that of animals that 
prey on rats, exact kind un- 
specified. (The unnamed 
predators likely include The 
Wizard of Oz heroine Dorothy's 
“Lions and tigers and bears, oh 
my!” though.) In any case, when 
the chemicals are laid down in 
rat-infested areas, the rats drop 
dead, presumably from terror. 

Crump admits that he hasn’t 
seen rats fall from fatal fear in 
chemically treated spots. Still, 
he’s convinced that they have 
because the rodent population 
has drastically decreased in 
those areas. 

Assuming that the lowered 
rat population means that many 
rats died there suddenly, were 
they given extensive autopsies 
to rule out plugged arteries as 
the cause of same? Cholesterol 
clogging the arteries is a big 
thing in this country now, but 
New Zealanders may not be on 
the lookout for it. If these rats, a 
species not known for 
discriminating appetites, were 
for some reason treated to high 
fat content garbage, they could 
easily have died from diet not 
dread. 

Then too, there's no way of 
knowing if the cause of the rat 
population slide was due en- 


tirely to deaths. The dead rats 
could have been only the most 
cowardly, the rest. having the 
gumption to move on to more 
soothing smelling spots. 

This leads to the crux of the 
matter - the odor. If it terrifies 
the. rats, how do people react to 
it? Of the predators of rats, none 
smell good to humans. Even if 
people left the area while the 
chemicals were laid on and 
remained away for a while af- 
terward, would the smell stay 
even longer and if so, might they 
be a bit undone by it too? 

Perhaps these drawbacks 
have already been addressed 
and taken care of somehow. The 
press release from Aukland, 
New Zealand, reporting on 
Crump’s rat research was brief 
with few details included. So 
maybe the plan has in fact been 
thoroughly:tested and found ac- 
ceptable to all, except of course 
the rats. 

In any event, the idea has 
originality going for it certainly. 
And since Crump doesn’t seem a 
man who'd get ugly were he not 
given his due for his rat plan, 
likely nothing resembling the 
unhappy ending for the earlier 
unique rat rub-out in Browning's 
tale would occur. In that instan- 
ce the piper, having successfully 
completed his work, was refused 
the promised financial 
recognition. Peeved about this, 
he piped the local kids into the 
side of a mountain from whence 
they never returned. 

But just to be on the safe side, 
it would seem the better part of 
wisdom to award a Nobel or 
Pulitzer prize to Crump this 
year for a_ significant con- 
tribution to the welfare of 
mankind or whatever category 
the prize-givers have that covers 
research involving scaring rats 
to death.

The tests will look for the 
presence of nitrate in the water. 
Nitrate is a naturally occurring 
compound composed of nitrogen 
and oxygen and is one potential 
contaminant of groundwater. The 
Watershed Council has chosen to 
test for nitrate because: it is a 
common contaminant in rural 
areas; it can cause adverse health 
risks for infants and some adults 
who drink the water; and it is often 


Manager Brian Potter reports a 


brisk upturn in requests for maps 
to Traverse City, the Mackinac 
Bridge and “any place with a beach 
or golf course.” 

Another boom season is an- 
ticipated by the Michigan Travel 
Bureau, which reports a record 
$158 billion spent here last year, 
up 7% from 1987 and producing 
$730 million in tax revenue. 

State motorists who take trips 
over the coming holiday will pay 
about 20 cents more per gallon for 
gasoline than a year ago. And 
nearly 40% of service stations 
surveyed by AAA Michigan said 
they will close part of the 
weekend. Nonetheless, motorists 
should find an adequate supply. 

The holiday officially begins at 6 
p.m. Friday, May 26, and ends at 
midnight Monday, May 29. 

To keep throngs of motorists 
moving safely, Michigan State 
Police troopers will work 1,665 
hours of overtime this holiday, 
compared with 1,500 hours of ex- 
tra duty last year. 

Hourly reports on road con- 
ditions and special events will be 
broadcast by AAA Michigan’s 
“Bring ‘Em Back Alivel” Holiday 
News Service over 150 radio 
stations around the state for a 25th 
consecutive summer. During this 
quarter-century, summer. holiday 
traffic deaths in the state have 
declined 44% while travel in- 
creased more than 70 %, 

AAA Michigan urges motorists 
to buckle-their safety belts and ab- 
stain from alcohol. Of 21 persons 
who died on the roads during the 
Memorial Day weekend last year, 
police found that aleohol was a fac- 
tor in'13 deaths. Also, of 18 victims 
who had safety belts available, 13 

were ie buckled up. 
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an indicator of other contaminants. 
The test results will allow the 
identification of areas of high 
nitrate contamination. 

The Watershed Council will en- 
ter the test data into a computer 
using a digitizer. The computer 
will then produce maps of nitrate 
levels in groundwater. The Water- 
shed Council will provide the maps 
to the public, local governmental 
officials, and resource planners 
along with recommendations for 
dealing with problem areas, if any 
are found. Individual names of all 
well-owners will be kept confiden- 
tial. 


Nitrate contamination can be 
caused by a number of human ac- 
tivities. These include malfun- 
ctioning or poorly-sited septic 
systems, animal wastes, and the 
improper use of fertilizers. Nitrate 
is extremely soluble and can move 
easily through the soil into the 
drinking water supply. 

A total of 2,500 wells will be 
tested throughout the Watershed 
Council's service area of Emmet, 
Charlevoix, and Cheboygan coun- 
ties. Of these, 1,400 will be ran- 
domly selected to ensure that they 
are evenly distributed throughout 
the area. Names of homeowners 


have been selected from the tax 
records. Watershed Council staff 
and volunteers are now calling 
these homeowners to ask if they 
would like a free well-water test. 
An additional! 500 tests will be per- 
formed for Watershed Council 
members and the general public on 
a first-come basis. The remaining 
600 tests will be reserved for 
future intensive sampling in selec- 
ted areas. 

The testing program will begin 
in May and will continue through 
the summer. The highest levels of 
contamination usually occur in the 
spring when rain and snowmelt 


cause greater groundwater 
movement. Because of this, and 
because only a limited number of 
tests will be offered in each area, 
the Watershed Council urges you 
to contact them immediately if you 
are interested in having your well 
tested. Doug Fuller, Water Quality 
Technician, is coordinating the 
testing program and can schedule 
the test. For further information,

Nature from your backdoor 


BY ages ta R. DUDDERAR 
in when people enjoy seein, 
something in nature, they want it 
to stay just. the way it is so they 
can enjoy it again‘and again. 

With — living communities; 
however, often the only way to 
keep them the same is temporarily 
to change them, 

Remember when the wildfires 
were raging in Yellowstone 
National Park and the debate was 
going on over whether to let the 
fires burn or try to control them? 
The argument for letting the fires 
burn was that it would clear out 
aging forestland and renew the 
forest and wildlife habitat. Without 
that renewal, the character of the 
forest and its wildlife would 
change. To keep it the same, then, 
would require a seemingly drastic 
short-term change. 

Something similar happens in 
Michigan, though on a much 
smaller scale, every spring. Tem- 
porary wetlands, ponds and pud- 
dles in March, April and May host 
a fascinating array of wildlife 
ranging in size from nearly 
_ Microseopic invertebrates to 
ducks, 

One of the most obvious of the 
smaller creatures in spring ponds 
are fairy shrimp, also known as 
“sea monkeys”. These shrimplike 
invertebrates become very abun- 
dant starting soon after the ice 
melts in March. By May, they may 
be as long as two inches. Then the 
ponds dry up in early summer and 
they're gone until the next spring. 

A closer look may reveal tiny 
tadpole shrimp and clam shrimp. 
Pll never forget my first experien- 
ce as a city boy finding what ap- 
peared to be miniature clams no 


bigger than my little fingernail in 
the puddles in a rutted dirt road 
one spring. I was amazed to find 
these tiny clamlike organisms 
-several miles from the nearest 
major body of water. (Later I 
found the same creatures high in 
the Blue Ridge Mountains.) 

These same ponds and wetlands 
are very important to tree frogs, 
toads and salamanders because 


_they mate and lay their eggs in the 


water and the eggs hatch and 
develop there. 

The survival of these small 
animals depends not only on the 
pond’s being there in the spring, 
but also on its drying up in the 
summer. 

Some species that lay their eggs © 
there are so well adapted to the 
wet and dry cycle of these tem- 
porary wetlands that their eggs 
may require the drying of the 
pond. Without it they don’t sur- 
vive. 

All of the creatures that make 
use of temporary wetlands and 
ponds would be in trouble of 
another sort if those ponds became 
permanent. If water was present 
all year round, these areas would 
support aquatic predators such as 
water boatmen, damselflies and 
dragonflies, and fish. These could 
greatly reduce or even eliminate 
many of the other puddle dwellers. 

If you want a demonstration of 
the abundance of life in these 
short-term wetlands, all you need 
to do is scoop up a jar full of water 
on a warm May day and examine it 
in good light. You'll probably see 
water fleas, aquatic mites and, 
with a little luck, some fairy or 
tadpole shrimp. Swish a large 
aquarium net through the water, 


and especially through any flooded 
grass, and you're sure to catch 
some of these creatures. Collect 
some of the bottom and you may 
scoop up some clam shrimp, too, 
Bring some pond water indoors, 
put it in an aquarium, give it some 
light and let it warm up, and you'll 


see an impressive concentration of | 


plant and animal life. 

Of‘course, you don’t have to do 
this to appreciate the population 
explosion going on in a nearby 
pond. Simply step outdoors on any 
mild May evening and you'll hear 
the frogs. The spring peepers are 
the earliest. They usually begin 
their spring song of “peep, peep, 
peep” in March or early April in 
southern Michigan. The chorus 
frogs chime in next. The most 
distinctive of these produces a 
rising trill that sounds like a 
fingernail running along the teeth 
of a plastic comb. Listen closely 
and you might hear the “chuck, 
chuck, chuck” of the tree frog. A 
little later, you can make out the 
constant trill of the common toad. 

Much of the frog chorus on 
these spring nights comes from 
these vernal ponds. If these ponds 
existed all year round, predators 
would eliminate many of the frog 
and toad tadpoles. 


The principle of changing to 
stay the same is true of many of 
the things we enjoy in nature — 
meadows, wetlands and forests. 
Periodic disturbance keeps them 
from evolving into something else. 
We don’t have to have a forest fire 
to see this principle in action. We 
can see it in the vernal ponds that 
are part of nature from your back- 
door.

Requiem for a friend 


BY REG SHARKEY 

“1 witnessed the death of a 
towering maple that already was 
& quarter of a century old when 
General George Armstrong 
Custer met his death on the Little 
Bighorn battling the Sioux under 
the leadership of Sitting Bull in 
the summer of 1876. - 

_ This venerable stalwart, accor- 
ding to the growth rings, had 
erupted through the forest mold 
around the year 1752, about a 
decade before our country was 
torn apart by the beginning of the 
Civil War. 

’ Then, too, it must have been a 
mere sapling when the lumber 
barons made their devastating 
sweeps through the virgin stands 
of Michigan's vast forest lands. 

Growth rings attested to the 
years of good and bad growth, 


closely spaced rings denoting ad- 


verse years of drouth and tem- 
perature fluctuations, while more 
widely-spaced rings indicated op- 
portune growing conditions, 
especially when rain was 
prevalent. 

In 1928-30 the rings indicated 
very little growth. Could this have 
been indicative of the Dust Storm 
years when drought was prevalent 
over much of the land; when 
people as well as animal and plant 
life felt the tantrums of a ram- 
paging nature? 

This 50-foot maple made a pic- 
turesque backdrop for our cedar- 
sided, ranch type home built on a 
bluffoverlooking Crooked Lake. 

But more importantly it was a 
resting and staging area for a 
myriad of wildlife. Birds from 


chickadees to a hunting goshawk 
perched on its widespread limbs; 
the seed eaters to case the nearby 
bird feeders, and the raptor to 


launcha strike on an unsuspecting 


quarry. |. 

Mother raccoons brought their 
broods to feed on handouts, then 
sheparded their charges to 
horizontal limbs where they. 
would sleep away theday. _ 

Flying squirrels used it nightly 


selves from lofty heights to land 
with a thump near a feeder full of 
sunflower seeds. 

Squirrels, too, seampered about 
its crown to harvest the hundreds 
of winged seeds before they broke 
loose and propellered to the 
ground. 

We'll miss the muted roar of a 
winter storm racing through its 
stalwart limbs. We'll miss the 
beauty of bursting buds when 
spring comes again. 

But its time had come. Unable 
to cope with an unvarified disease, 
be it some sort of fungal epozotic, 
or possibly the results of acid rain, 
Isigned its death warrant. 

As I watched the tree removers 
expertly lopping off limbs, begin- 
ning at the crown, shearing them 
one-by-one, until only the spar 
(trunk) stood naked and silent. 
Then I witnessed the final coup de 
grace when the roar of the chain 
saw finally brought it crashing to 
the ground, and I swear I heard a 
final groan from the fallen 
woodiand patriarch. 

Now only a stump remains: a 
silent reminder that no earthly 
life is eternal.
